Bakhtiar refuses to resign 


TEHRAN. Jan. 29 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Shahpour Bakh- 
tiar scrapped his intended peace 
mission to Paris Monday after 
rejecting the "unacceptable” 
condition that he resign before 
meeting with the exiled Ayat- 
ullah Khomeini. 

Bakhtiar told a news confe- 
rence that "doors wHI stay 
open” for negotiations with 
Khomeini, the spiritual leader 
of Iran's massive opposition 
movement. 

Later, anti-government riot* 
ers set fire to a nightclub. a 
brewery and restaurants and 
attacked the red-light district in 
Tehran Monday as the troubled 
nation awaited word of the 
return of Khomeini, hero of 
the anti 'Shah rebellion. 

Heavy shooting by army 
units was reported from severed 
parts of die city. There were no 
official casualty reports but one 
ambulance driver said he alone 
had carried out three dead from 
the area of rioting US. mili- 
tary officials here reported an 
American officer had been shot 
and wounded late Sunday. Rio- 
ters also Monday badly beat a 
police general. 

In France. Khomeini aides 
said his return to Iran from 
exile would be delayed at least 
another 24 hours until Tues- 
day night, because of the con- 
tinued shutdown of Tehran’s 
airport. 

But Monday afternoon, Teh- 
ran radio announced that all 
of Iran’s airports will reopen 
Tuesday after a closure of five 
days’ though officials said Teh- 
ran’s airport probably could 


not receive planes until Wed 
nesday morning. 

Military authorities closed 
down all airports in the coun- 
try last Thursday, officially be- 
cause of insufficient safety mea- 
sures and a strike by air traffic 
controHers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 
(AP) — President Jimm y Gar- 
ter, with bM the pomp and 
splendor bis . government could 
muster, welcomed Vice Pre- 
mier Teng BMao-ping to Ihe 
White House Motuky. 

Under a gray sky on the 
cold Washington winter day, 
the Chinese leader’s long black 
limousine rolled to a stop be- 
fore the South Portico of the 
White House at 10 ajn. to a 
fanfare from army truxnpete. 

Teng responded to the 
crowd’s applause by applauding 
bock. Then he folowed Carter 
down a Short receiving line. 

The president and the' vice 
premier and their wives moun- 
*eri a platform and stood at 
attention as the U.S. Army 
Band played the two countries’ 
national anthems and cannons 
in the distance fired a 19-gun 
salute, the tribute accorded to 
a head cf government. 

The ceremony was witness- 
ed by about 1,000 reporters and 
guests inside the White House 
grounds and untold miDions 
on television around the world. 

Carter began his welcoming 
speech inadvertently by refer- 
ring to Teng as the prime 
rrwnbtfer of China but quickly 
corrected himself and re-ad- 


dressed him as: “Mr. Vice 
Premier, ’ 

Cbrter said, “Our histories 
and our political and econo- 
mic systems are vastly diffe- 
rent. Let us recognize those 
differences and make them 
sources not of fear but of 
healthy cariosity, not as a 
source of divistveoess, but of 
mutual benefit** 

"Yesterday, Mr. Vice Pre- 
mier. was the lunar new year, 
the beginning of your spring 
festival, the traditional time 
of new beginnings for the 
Chinese people. On your new 
year’s day, I am told, you 
open all doors and windows to 
give aocesc to beneficent spi- 
rits. It is a time when family 
quarrels are forgotten, a time 
when visits are made, a time, 
of reunion and reconciliation." 

“As for our two nations, to- 
day is a time of reunion and 
new beginnings. It is a day of 
reconciliation when windows 
too long dosed have been re- 
opened." 

"Vice Premier Teng, you, 
your life, your parly, are wel- 
come to our great country. 
Thank yon for honoring us 
with your rast." 

Teng jn his reply, said “The 
history of friendly contacts 


between our two peoples goes 
back for nearly 200 years, and 
what is more, we fought shoul- 
der to shoulder in the war 
against fascism. Though there 
was a period * of unpleasant- 
ness between us for 30 years

Ohira, without mentioning 
it specifically, was referring 
to a letter sent him Jan. 11 
by President Carter jn which 
Carter complained tint Ohira 
had given up a promise made 
at last July's Bonn economic 
summit (o seek a real growth 
rate of 7 per cent for the fi«- 
cal year ending March 31. In 
the letter. Carter urged Japan 
to seek additional growth at 
home to spur demand for im- 
ports and reduce Japan's sur- 
plus in current accounts — 
die balance of income from 
trade and payments for such 
non -trade items as tourism, 
shipping and insurance. 

The premier denied he had 
given up the high-growth po- 


licy established by his prede- 
cessor. Takeo Fukuda. 

“All I did was to state that 
achieving a real 7 per cent 
growth in the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31 has become ex- 
tremely difficult, in objective, 
terms.** he said.

an attempt to achieve the 7

“The volume of exports has 
declined and manufactured 
imports have been steadily in- 
creasing. As a result, we are 
moving in a direction desired 
both by foreign countries and 
by Japan itself. The problem 
is that I am bring called out- 
rageous for giving up the 7 
per cent growth. 

“I haven’t given up (seek- 
ing high growth). Give up 
means to abandon what can 
be achieved... Although 7 per 
cent has become difficult, we 
are pushing for high growth. 
And even at the expense of 
heavy deficit- financing again, 
we are seeking higher growth 
(in fiscal 1979) than any 
other advanced nation,” he 
said in reference to Japan's 
goal far 6.3 per cent growth 
in the fiscs [_year beginning

Q: The Truman Doctrine 
complex is still there, isn't it? 

A: It’s incredible, the people 
who run this country.

Q: Where is Carter in all 
this?

He had 
lost his popularity. So he was 
willing to sacrifice the people 
of the Middle East for that.

A: Well, the way I read it, 
and I was right m the middle 
of tile whole tiring, arranging 
the lunch with Prince Turki (Al 
Faisal) and Prince Bandar (Ibn 
Abdul Aziz), and helping out 
with strategy, I talked, to a lot 
of senators on the issue, and 
i 1 came down to this; That here 
was an action that was defini- 
tely in (he American interest — 
to keep Saudi Arabia as an 
ally of the United States.

Q: I think you arranged the 
meeting with Prince Bandar 
and Prince Turki; that was 
very important, wasn’t it?

ators and it just made a tre- 
mendous amount of difference, 

I thought. They gave an excel- 
lent presentation, I think. 

Q: Then the Saudi Arabian 
policy, if one commented, the 
way tiie Saudi Arabians handl- 
ed that, jf you were giving them 
the message, you’d have to say 
that they did the job fairly 
weS.

DHAHRAN — This hand- 
some volume, filled wiuh beau- 
tiful documentary photos, re- 
presents the most comprehen- 
sive record to date of Saudi 
Arabia’s known archeological 
past. 

Certainly the individual nr 
search undertaken by Thomas. 
Phil by. Ribby, Winnett. Reed 
and others made a vital con - 
irtbuiion to the study of Saudi 
antiquities. Bui this volume, 
which is che official result of a 
two-month 1 5. 000 -kilometer 

archeological survey, weaves 
tihe dis separate threads into a 
unified historical fabric that is 
rich in its promise for future 
discoveries. 

The book marks a valuable 
first attempt to record (he phy- 
sical evidence of an Ara bian 
past that was, if not as cul- 
turally monumental as other 
Near Eastern civilizations, at 
least as influential. 

'Ihere are photographs, for 
instance, of the fabulous and 
forbidding ruins of Madam 
Saleh in the Northwest, known 
in ancient times as the land of 
Midian. 

It was here in the first half 
of che first millennium B.C. 
that a Nabatean civilization — 
similar to that of Jordan's 
“rose red" Petra — once thriv- 
ed as an important center along 
the caravan route Unking South 
Arabia and the Mediterranean 
littoral. 

The work’s archeological 
evidence is impressive in this 
section and photographed with 
a sensitivity that heightens the 
aura of mystery surrounding 
isolated sates of once-thriving 
centers Kke Madam Saleh and 
nearby Al-Uk. 

At Taima. also in the north- 
west, thousands of stone ins- 
criptions have been found. 
They link the site with Nabo- 
flidts, the last king of the Neo- 
Babyiomans. Some of Ms pala- 
ces may weH Me beneath the 
vast ruins chat marie this an- 
cient. s settlement.

Drawing upon recent find- 
ings, the text in this section of 
“Antiquities’* covers a wide 
range of history. 


The Eastern Province's soan 
stretches 700 kms and over 
looks a gulf that was the busiest 
inland sea in ancient times. 
Recent evidence suggests that 
Eastern Arabia — with Tarut 
Island as perhaps its capital — 
may have con trotted internatio- 
nal trade routes among civili- 
zations that existed 5,000 years 
ago.

“Saudi Arabian Antiquities" 
is designed to reflect the re- 
gional geographic divisions of 
the kingdom; southwest, cen- 
tral, eastern, etc. It assumes 
(hat each region had its own 
cultural influences, an inferen- 
ce that recent excavations have 
supported. 

Ironically, it is in the King- 
dom’s central Nejd region — 
site of much of its recent cul- 
tural and political history — 
that antiquities and records are 
most scarce. 


Six hundred fcaSometens south 
of Riyadh, however, stands an- 
cient Pau. site of a famous 
trading city of central Arabia. 
Important remains of die city's 
commercial hub have recently 
■been uncovered, dating to the 
fourth century B.C. Conse- 
quently Fau is believed to have 
played a vital role in linking 
the spice route of the south 
and Hejaz with regions to the 
north and east, possibly Persia 
and the Indus VaHey. 

Under the direction of the 
University of Riyadh’s Dr. 
Abdiri Rahman Al-Ansari, a 
complex of oases some 300 karts 
east of Riyadh are being in- 
vestigated. Stonebuih tombs, 
enigmatic stone aides and rock 
inscriptions that depict known 
animals and mythical crea- 
tures all indicate NejecH sites 
rich in ancient lore. 


Each year significant conclu- 
sions, based on the Kingdom- 
wide survey that this book 
ohrondes, appear in the Jour 
nai of Saudi Antiquities 
(“ATLALT. 


As well as promoting an mr 
derstandrag of the importance 
of preserving historic sites and 
-monuments, the Antiquities 
Dppartment is sending a num- 
ber of students abroad' each 
year to study in that field. 
Some 25 Saudi scholars are 
currently enrolled in post-gra- 
duate work related to archeo- 
logy at London University, the 
University erf Chicago and 
New Yoric University. 


“Saudi Arabian Antiquities'' 
is a sumptuous introduction to 
Arabian archeology. It is pub- 
lished simultaneously in English 
and Arabic and is available at 
the Riyadh Museum or through 
the Ministry of Education.

PEKING — -Trade between 
the United Slates and China

Peking's demand 
for new mines, tourist services, 
airplanes, tracks and steel 
mills could swell trade figures 
even more. 

But even if two-day Sino- 
American trade does grow to 
about S3 bSBion this year, 
from about SI btflioa ax 
1978, it will still approach otdy 
one-tenth of total American 
trade with little Taiwan. Or- 
ental tradj experts think Chi- 
na’s trade with the United 
Slates could climb much 
higher, but as one said, "There 
are just so many impondera- 
bles." 

Congress, for instance, now 
in an unhappy mood over 
Carter’s failure to consult in 
advance about normalizing 
relations with Peking, has to 
cooperate if Washington is to 
extend most favored nation 
stales to Peking.

The 35 -year- crid Ashe was a television tennis commenta- 
tor in 1977 uftile recovering from foot, surgery but battled his 
way back into fee Top 20 ranks last year. But he was no 
match for the ever-aggressive Connors.

During fee tournament week, Ashe ran through a tougher 
draw, eliminating three of fee top six seeded players. Connors 
played only one of fee first 10 seeds. 

Connors broke Ashe's service in fee second game of 
the first set.

After failing behind 5-1 as Connors took seven consecu- 
■ tive points, Ashe rallied briefly. He came back to 4-5, losing 
only three points in three games as Connors made eight 
errors.
